Claims 1-6, 15, 20-22, 33, 36-38, 43-45, 48, 51, and 56-59 are currently pending in the 
application. 

Receipt is acknowledged of applicant's amendment / response filed on 01/12/04, 
04/05/04 and 09/27/04 respectively and that has been entered. Claim 1 has been amended. 
Claims 7-14, 16-19, 23-32, 34-35, 39-42, 46-47, 49-50, 52-55 and 60 have been canceled.

Response to Election/Restriction 

In response to the restriction requirement, Applicants have elected Group I, which 
includes 1-6, 15, 20-22, 33, 36-38, 43-45, and 48 drawn to a compound of formula (I) [wherein 
W is piperazinyl, G is piperazinylmethyl], is acknowledged. 

Claims 51 and 56-59 are withdrawn from fiirther consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R.
